A GREAT LAY APOSTOLATE

Vv. ESTABLISHING DIOCESAN BRANCHES OF THE C. L L. 


In establishing a diocesan branch of the Catholic Instruction League 
(the C. I. L.) the first step is naturally the appointment of a diocesan 
director by the Right Reverend Bishop. A general meeting is.then called 
at which clergy and laity participate to discugs the most suitable plans. 
In illustration, I may quote a letter from the founder and general or- 
ganizer of the League, the Reverend John M. Lyons, 8. J., which reached 
me just as the present article was about to be sent to CUR SUNDAY 
VISITOR. Referring to two diocesan branches, which had been inaugur- 
ated respectively on the two preceding Sundays, he writes: 

“With the hearty approval of Right Reverend Bishop Davis of Deies- 
port, lowa; a Branch of the C. I. L. was formally established on Sunday, 
February 26th. An enthusiastic meeting was held, officers were elected, 
and the Right Reverend Bishop appointed Father Donahue of St. Paul's 
church as Diocesan Director. 

“Again, in Omaha, a Branch was established by the Most Reverend 
Archbishop on Sunday, March 4th. An explanation of the plan was given 
by me to a large and enthusiastic gatherigg. The Archbighop, about 
twenty priests, and a large number of school teachers, Sacred Heart 
Alumnae, etc., etc., were present. His Grace spoke in the highest terms 
of praise of this work, and strongly encouraged the pastors present to 
make a real success of it. He appointed the Reverend Francis Cassilly, 
S. J., of Crieghton University, to direct the work throughout the diocese.” 

At such preliminary meetings, which are previously announced 
throughout the entire diocese, the necessary literature can be distributed, 
and officers are chosen, either by election or appointment, for the coming 
year : 

Next in order is the selection of intelligent and zealous committees.

THE HOME MISSION SEMINARY. 


Sometime ago we published letters from bishops 
of the south and west who are ardent advocates of a 
Home Mission Seminary. Since then, we have sent a 
letter to all the members of the Catholic Hierarchy to 
secure an expression of their views on the timeliness 
of such an institution. 


A ee ee ee 


Many of them favor, for economy’s sake, the 
founding of scholarships at existing seminaries, 
wherewith young men, who will study for the south 
and west, can be educated without expense to bishops, 
who have no means of paying for their tuition. 

Our readers had the privilege of specifying the 
fund which their contributions are to assist, and, as 
will be reported in our next issue, most of them ex- 
pressed a preference for the fund which will be used 
to educate poor boys for the priesthood. In fact, we 
were surprised to receive offers from seven or eight 
persons to pay for the tuition of some worthy young 
man at least for a year or two. OUR SUNDAY 
VISITOR is already educating several students, and 
has the names of many other applicants. 

While the decision of the time and place for the 
erection of a Home Mission Seminary is pending (or 
until the time when a committee of bishops will decide 
whether the money collected for a Home Mission Sem- 
inary should be used as a nucleus of a fund to build 
such an institution, or to devote it to the founding of 
scholarships at existing seminaries) the money will be 
placed on interest by the Catholic Church Extension 
Society, 

The fund for the education of young men for the 
priesthood and that for the Home Mission Seminary 
are correlated. If the Seminary be built, it will need 
scholarships or a fund for its support. The biggest 
fund raised—that for the education of good, poor boys 
for the priesthood—will establish five or six bourses 
to educate that many boys for alltime. Was our cam- 
paign not worth while? 

“One of our funds was to be built up by a step-rate 
plan extending over 20 weeks, and the money was to 
go towards Home and Foreign Missions. However, 
we have decided to close an active campaign with this 
fasue. Those who had agreed to give, or even now 
‘wish to give, $21 or less in twenty weeks’ time, may 
execute their wish, and we shall report their contribu- 
tions on ee ge 3 or 4 of our paper every week.
